Early  History  (1840-1870) 

The  Coming  of  The  Railroad  (1839-1840) 


The  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Halifax  and  Weldon  with 
the  Wilmington  and  Raleigh  railroads  in  1837.  Before  the  new  road  was  chartered  on  March  9,  1840  rights  of  way 
were  purchased  and  track  was  laid.  In  1839  the  land  for  the  right  of  way  through  the  present  town  of  Mount 
Olive  was  sold  to  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  by  Adam  Winn,  an  Indian;  Britton  Scott,  J.  W.  West,  and  Daniel 
Kornegay.  This  was  a part  of  the  49.5  miles  of  track  from  Rock  Fish  Creek  to  Waynesboro. 

At  the  time  this  railroad  was  completed  it  was  161  miles  of  continuous  track  and  was  “the  longest  railroad 
in  the  world.” 

In  1900  another  consolidation  took  place  and  the  road  became  a part  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line.  In  1967,  it 
was  merged  and  became  a part  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad. 


Naming  the  Town 


The  U.  S.  Government  decided  in  1853  to  make  a Postal  Stop  at  the  site  of  our  town  so  a depot  had  to  be  erected, 
the  town  was  to  be  given  a name  and  a Postmaster  appointed.  The  Wilmington  and  Weldon  railroad  purchased 
from  three  sons  of  Adam  Winn — Levy,  Charles,  and  Washington- — land  to  widen  the  right  of  way  and  for  a station. 

Several  stories  have  been  told  concerning  naming  the  Town.  In  a letter  to  Mrs.  C.  W.  Oliver,  Sr.  from  Mr.  Will 
Oliver  (in  1929)  he  stated:  “Soon  after  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  railroad  was  built  a siding  was  put  in  for 
the  convenience  of  the  store  (run  by  Mr.  Oliver  and  Mr.  Pollock),  the  turpentine  distillery,  and  the  farmers  of  the 
community.  It  was  proposed  that  the  station  be  called  ‘Oliver’s’  as  was  done  at  ‘Faison’s’  and  elsewhere.  Grand- 
father (Benjamin  Oliver)  for  some  reason  objected  and  a compromise  was  reached  in  the  name  ‘Mount  Olive’, 
but  I do  not  now  recall  who  suggested  it.” 

Dr.  Gideon  Roberts  was  appointed  the  first  Postmaster  and  he  used  a part  of  his  apothecary  establishment  as 
the  Post  Office. 

The  Embryo  Village  (18534870) 

Between  1853  and  1870  Mount  Olive  was  a village  of  few  houses,  a few  frame  stores,  two  turpentine  distilleries, 
a bar-room,  and  a school  house- — all  surrounded  by  woods  and  swamps.  The  heirs  of  Adam  Winn  owned  a large 
tract  of  land  from  South  Center  Street  to  what  is  now  known  as  Jurney  Street.  This  was  on  the  east  side  of  the 
railroad.  In  1783  the  State  of  North  Carolina  made  a land  grant  to  John  Roberts  of  land  adjoining  the  Winn 
property.  His  heirs,  Gideon  Roberts  and  six  sisters,  inherited  this  property.  Some  of  these  sisters  married  into 
theKornegay  families  who  also  had  large  land  holdings  and  Dr.  Roberts  married  a daughter  of  Benjamin  Oliver. 

In  addition  to  the  Roberts  and  Lemuel  Kornegay  families,  some  of  the  other  early  settlers  in  the  embryo  village 
were:  Benjamin  Oliver  and  his  son,  James  Francis  Oliver;  W.  F.  Pollock,  Oliver  Summerlin,  and  R.  J.  Summer- 
land,  Sr. 

Mr.  Lemuel  Kornegay’s  house  (now  known  as  the  Ernest  Flowers  house)  and  Dr.  Roberts’  house  (possibly 
the  present  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clyde  Williams)  were  both  used  as  hospitals  by  the  Yankees  during  the  Civil 
War.  It  is  also  recorded  that  the  Wilmington  and  Weldon  Railroad  fourteen  miles  south  of  Goldsboro  was 
destroyed  for  one  mile  in  1865.  On  March  24,  1865,  the  Lemuel  Kornegay  house  was  used  as  the  headquarters 
of  General  Kirkpatrick. 

All  of  these  incidents  testify  to  the  fact  that  this  area  suffered  with  the  rest  of  the  South  during  the  Civil  War. 
It  is  a tribute  to  the  early  settlers  and  to  the  farmers  in  the  community  that  they  had  the  determination  and 
industry  to  form  a town  so  soon  after  the  ravages  of  a costly  Civil  War. 


MOUNT  OLIVE  CENTENNIiLL  COMMISSION 

The  Town  is  Chartered 


“Mount  Olive  was  incorporated  by  an  act  ratified  March  1,  1870.  (Chapter  39,  Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina 
1869-1870.)  This  act  listed  L.  G.  Pearsall,  R.  J.  Southerland,  J.  C.  Eason,  W.  F.  Pollock,  and  Oliver  Summerlin 
as  town  Commissioners.  The  act  authorized  an  election  to  be  held  every  year  on  the  first  Monday  in  January. 
The  Commissioners  were  to  elect  a town  Magistrate.  The  territory  included  in  the  incorporation  limits  was  to 
contain  one-half  square  mile.” 

Chapter  6,  Private  Laws  of  N.  C.  1872-1873  changed  the  date  of  election  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  of 
each  year  to  the  first  Monday  in  May.  At  this  election  five  commissioners  and  a mayor  were  to  be  elected.

Public  Buildings 

1.  The  first  building  used  as  a town  hall  was  about  where  John  Patterson’s  Furniture  Store  now  stands.  It  has 
been  moved  and  is  a small  frame  building  next  to  the  Bird  Oil  Company. 

2.  The  first  City  hall  to  be  built  by  the  town  was  authorized  on  June  9,  1908.  The  third  floor  was  added  to  be 
used  by  lodges  and  they  leased  it  for  twenty -five  years  to  pay  for  the  extra  floor.  It  is  on  East  Main  Street  and 
although  it  is  used  only  partially,  it  still  belongs  to  the  town.  A.  S.  Grady  was  mayor  and  commissioners  were: 
J.  E.  Kelly,  Dr.  G.  F.  Herring,  C.  B.  Hatch,  W.  F.  Martin,  and  R.  J.  Southerland. 

3.  In  1935,  the  Steele  Memorial  Library  was  built  by  the  W.  P.  A.  and  donations  from  private  citizens  and 
organizations.  M.  J.  Hatcher  was  mayor  and  among  the  citizens  who  worked  hard  to  secure  this  building  were 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  L.  Cox  and  Mr.  Faison  Witherington.  The  Masonic  Lodge  participated  in  the  dedication.  It  was 
named  for  Dr.  W.  C-.  Steele,  who  had  envisaged  a City  Library  before  his  death. 

4.  In  1962  the  Civil  Defense  and  Rescue  Building  was  erected.  James  D.  Hatcher  was  the  spearhead  for  this 
construction. 

5.  In  August  of  1966,  the  present  municipal  building  was  completed,  and  it  was  formally  dedicated  on  November 
28,  1966.  It  stands  on  East  James  Street  and  houses  the  town  offices.  Courtroom,  Police  Department,  and  Jail. 
W.  H.  Franklin  was  Mayor  and  the  Aldermen  were:  James  Francis,  Morris  Swinson,  Albert  Farah,  T.  E.  Shaver, 
and  El  wood  Goodson. 

6.  In  1966  the  West  Side  Fire  Station  was  dedicated. 


Mt.  Olive  as  an  Agricultural  Market 


The  railroad  and  the  farmer  have  made  Mt.  Olive  prosper  since  its  beginning.  The  earliest  endeavors  were 
naval  stores  in  connection  with  turpentine  distilleries.  Soon  some  rice  was  grown  in  the  swampy  lowlands  and 
was  marketed  here  in  town  on  a small  scale. 

Cotton  and  corn  were  grown  in  abundance — the  first  as  a “money  crop”  and  the  latter  to  feed  stock.  At  the 
turn  of  the  century  the  town  was  a large  and  well  known  cotton  market  and  continued  to  be  until  cotton  waned 
in  the  State  during  the  depress-ion.  Some  of  the  men  and  firms  on  the  local  market  were:  M.  T.  Breazeale  for  Sloan 
and  Company;  J.  E.  Hall  for  Sprunt  and  Sons;  Charles  Jordan  for  Anderson  Clayton;  J.  M.  McGee  for  Mt.  Olive 
Grocery  and  Hardware  Company;  Fred  Martin  for  E.  J.  Martin  & Son;  Rodney  Knowles,  Sr.  and  Henry  Knowles 
for  Y.  H.  Knowles  Co.,  C.  W.  Oliver,  Sr.,  Frank  Oliver  and  James  Williams  for  English  and  Oliver;  S.  L.  Warren 
and  Ralph  Warren  for  S.  L.  Warren  Produce  Co.,  Edgar  Ricks,  Jr.  for  some  cotton  mills  and  for  W.  W.  Holden 
Company.  About  1934  the  government  became  the  chief  buyer  for  cotton  and  English  and  Oliver  and  Mr.  J.  J. 
Whitehurst  stored  it  in  bonded  warehouses. 
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In  the  meantime  tobacco  had  been  introduced  and  grown  on  a few  farms  in  this  area,  (one  of  the  first  was 
Richard  Wooten  on  the  Bessie  Williams  Wooten  farms.)  This  quickly  developed  into  a money  crop  and  continues 
to  be  such.  In  the  early  1900s,  Mt.  Olive  had  small  tobacco  markets  in  two  locations,  but  most  of  the  tobacco 
grown  in  this  area  has  been  taken  to  larger  markets. 

The  market  which  was  to  make  Mt.  Olive  best  known  was  the  Produce  Market.  A few  irish  potatoes  had  been 
raised  here,  but  not  until  the  introduction  of  the  strawberry  did  “truck  crops”  receive  an  impetus.  Mr.  W.  S. 
Cheney  came  from  the  north  to  Ridgeway,  N.  C.  and  eventually  settled  in  Mt.  Olive  in  1872  after  marrying  a 
Wayne  County  girl.  He  brought  strawberry  plants  with  him  for  the  purpose  of  growing  and  selling  the  plants. 
Later  he  was  joined  by  a friend,  Mr.  Speakman.  These  two  men  introduced  the  strawberry  to  this  area.  Mr. 
Cheney  had  formerly  done  business  with  Westbrook  Nurseries  in  Greensboro  and  through  his  influence  Mr. 
James  A.  Westbrook  moved  to  Mt.  Olive  in  1880  and  began  “truck  farming”  on  a large  scale.  He  developed  the 
largest  truck  farms  in  North  Carolina  and  became  the  largest  strawberry  grower  in  the  South.  In  1907  it  was 
reported  that  60,000  barrels  of  irish  potatoes,  6 to  7000  bales  of  cotton,  and  60  to  70,000  crates  of  strawberries 
were  marketed  here  annually.  “More  cash  money  is  paid  to  the  truckers  and  farmers  at  Mt.  Olive  each  year  than 
at  any  other  point  in  the  south  twice  its  size.” 

In  1890  Mr.  W.  F.  English  opened  the  first 
produce  firm  in  town.  In  1904  it  became  the  firm 
of  English  and  Oliver,  with  Mr.  C.  W.  Oliver,  Sr. 
as  partner.  After  Mr.  Oliver  became  sole  owner 
the  firm  operated  as  “English  and  Oliver”  until 
1958. 


Mr.  DuBrutz  English  was  a produce  broker  from 
the  early  1900s  until  his  death  in  1918.  H.  G. 
Williamson,  Harper  Quinn,  and  Ira  Cobb  also 
bought  produce  in  this  early  period. 

In  1908  the  produce  firm  of  Andrews  and 
Knowles  was  founded  by  H.  D.  Andrews  and 
Rodney  Knowles,  Sr.  Later  it  incorporated  and 
Allen  Andrews  and  Henry  Knowles  came  into  the 
firm.  After  Mr.  Knowles’  death  in  1935,  Rodney 
Knowles,  Jr.  took  over  his  father’s  interest.  In 
1957  the  firm  dissolved,  but  each  partner  continued 
as  brokers.  Mr.  H.  D.  Andrews  has  been  on  the 
market  each  year  since . 1908.  The  old  firm  of 
Andrews  and  Knowles  began  to  ship  sweet  pota- 
toes in  1917  and  this  was  the  first  firm  in  North 
Carolina  to  do  so. 


Later  Mr.  Oliver  Bundy  came  on  the  market  to 
complete  the  loads  for  his  own  cars  and  trucks. 
His  son,  E.  J.  Bundy,  continues  this.  Around  1919 
Mr.  S.  L.  Warren  opened  a produce  firm  and  later 
his  son,  Ralph,  joined  the  firm  and  continued  it 
for  several  years  after  his  father’s  retirement. 
F.  A.  Andrews  also  worked  as  a independent 
broker  from  time  to  time  after  World  War  1.

Part  Of  Mount  Olive  Area  Progress 

In  the  early  years  the  buyers  bought  directly  from  the  growers  but  in  1931  an  auction  market  was  opened 

and  run  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  After  this  opened,  outside  buyers  also  bought  on  the  Mt.  Olive  Market. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  crops  which  were  marketed  in  Mt.  Olive  there  were  also  quantities  of  snap 

beans,  cucumbers,  huckleberries,  squash,  canteloupes,  and  peppers.  At  present,  our  auction  market  has  waned 

and  is  open  only  during  the  strawberry  season. 

Transportation,  Communications,  and  Public  Service 

1.  Railroads— Wilmington  and  Weldon  (1840-1900) 

Atlantic  Coast  Line  (1900-1967) 

Seaboard  Air  Line  (1967- 

2.  Highways— No.  117  and  No.  55 

3.  Telegraph— Started  in  connection  with  the  railroad  office.  Western  Union  office  was  established  much  later. 

4.  Electric  Lights— In  1901,  a local  company  headed  by  James  Williams  installed  the  first  electric  lights  in  town. 
During  A.  S.  Grady’s  term  as  mayor  (1908)  this  company  was  bought  by  the  town.  Since  1924,  the  Carolina 
Power  and  Light  Company  has  furnished  electricity  for  Mount  Olive. 

5.  Running  Water— First  installed  in  1908  in  the  private  homes  of  M.  0.  Summerlin  and  R.  Kornegay  and  in  a 
few  business  establishments  and  hotels.  It  was  not  until  1911  that  the  water  system  was  enlarged  and  this 
was  partly  due  to  the  need  for  a more  modern  fire  department.  Since  that  time,  the  capacity  has  been  increased 
several  times.  Mr.  Dudley  Kornegay  started  working  for  the  town  when  it  owned  the  electric  power  plant  and 
continued  for  forty -five  years  as  Public  Works  Superintendent.  Maylon  Weeks  now  holds  this  position. 

6.  Telephones—first  installed  in  Mt.  Olive  in  1904  with  fifty-eight  subscribers.  The  Southern  Bell  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  has  always  operated  this  service.  As  of  December  31,  1969,  there  were  4461  tele- 
phones in  the  Mt.  Olive  area — more  than  twice  the  number  ten  years  ago.  Patty  Aaron  was  the  first  telephone 
operator.  Janie  Southerland  and  Rachel  Jennette  also  worked  in  the  exchange  for  many  years. 

7.  Fire  Department — In  1904  M.  T.  Breazeale,  L.  A.  Bird,  Sr.,  A.  N.  Martin  and  George  Summerlin  were 
instrumental  in  organizing  a fire  department.  Mr.  Breazeale  was  made  Chief  and  served  for  eighteen  years. 
The  equipment  was  a two  wheel  cart  with  a hose  wrapped  around  a third  wheel.  The  cart  was  pulled  by  hand 
and  the  hose  dropped  into  a well.  There  was  a bell  on  the  cart.  (This  is  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Robert  Holmes,  Jr.) 
Later  a horse  drawn  cart  was  purchased  and  in  1911  bonds  were  issued,  the  water  system  was  enlarged  and 
the  Fire  Department  made  more  efficient.  Today,  it  is  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  efficient  volunteer 
departments  in  the  state.  Others  who  have  served  as  Chief  are:  George  Summerlin  (30  years);  Ennis  Kornegay 
(4  years  as  Chief  and  41  years  as  a members);  Edgar  Summerlin  (14  years;  Shelton  Taylor  (1  year);  and 
Guy  McKee,  Jr.  is  present  Chief. 

8.  Rescue  Squad— first  organized  in  1957  by  J.  D.  Hatcher.  In  1962  the  Civil  Defense  and  Rescue  building  was 
dedicated.  This  group  has  made  great  contributions  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  citizens  and  rural  popula- 
tion. Their  equipment  consists  of  three  ambulances,  two  rescue  trucks,  a jeep,  two  boats,  three  large  generators 
on  wheele,  a diesel  generator,  and  four  portable  generators.  J.  D.  Hatcher  was  the  first  Director  of  Civil 
Defense  and  Guy  McKee,  Jr.  was  the  first  Captain  of  the  Rescue  Squad.  Dennis  Lane  and  Charles  Swinson 
have  been  Captains  longer  than  any  others. 

9.  Radio  Station— W.  D.  J.  S.  Radio  Station  is  owned  by  Mrs.  Lottie  Weldon  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Mayo.  Mr.  Mayo 
operates  it.  It  began  functioning  December  27,  1961  and  is  a 1000  watt  station. 

10.  Mount  Olive  Municipal  Airport — was  dedicated  Sunday,  September  17,  1967.  This  is  jointly  owned  by  the 
town  and  county  of  Wayne.  Mark  Cherry  was  the  prime  mover  in  securing  this  facility. 


Newspapers 

In  1881  David  John  Aaron  moved  to  Mount  Olive. 
Two  years  later  he  founded  and  published  the  first 
newspaper  in  town  and  called  it  THE  MOUNT  OLIVE 
TELEGRAM. 

In  1890  Arthur  Whiteley  came  here  to  teach  music. 
The  old  paper  had  ceased  when  Mr.  Aaron  moved  from 
Mt.  Olive  and  Mr.  Whiteley  started  another  paper 
which  he  called  THE  MOUNT  OLIVER  ADVER- 
TISER. 

In  1904  Mr.  Fred  R.  Mintz  bought  the  paper  from 
Mr.  Whiteley  and  started  the  MOUNT  OLIVE  TRL 
BUNE.  He  operated  it  until  1916. 

In  1916  Mr.  Homer  Brock  became  publisher  and 
editor  of  the  Tribune  and  remained  such  until  his  death 
in  1949.  Mrs.  Brock  owned  the  paper  until  1962  at 
which  time  Cletus,  Elmer,  and  Vaden  Brock  became 
owners.  Cletus  Brock  became  editor  after  his  father’s 
death  and  remains  editor  today. 


Banks 

(1)  Bank  of  Mount  Olive  was  incorporated  on  January 
29,  1901.  The  incorporators  were:  George  W.  Williams, 
R.  J.  Southerland,  Sr.,  Y.  H.  Knowles,  D.  J.  Aaron, 
C.  B.  Hatch,  W.  H.  McCullen,  W.  E.  Borden,  M.  T. 
Breazeale,  H.  J.  Pope,  W.  D.  Price,  D.  S.  Martin  and 
0.  W.  Sutton.  The  capital  Stock  at  that  time  was 
$10,000.00.  Mr.  W.  E.  Borden  of  Goldsboro  was  made 
President  and  M.  T.  Breazeale  was  made  Cashier.  Mr. 
Breazeale  became  President  in  1905  and  served  until 
his  death  in  1922.  During  that  time  it  became  the  First 
National  Bank  (1913).  In  August  of  1922,  Mr.  T.  R. 
Thigpen  was  made  President  and  he  remained  Presi- 
dent through  1942.  In  January  of  1943,  Mr.  E.  C.  Casey 
became  President.  During  the  depression  it  closed 
temporarily.  During  these  years  the  name  was  changed 
back  to  “Bank  of  Mount  Olive”  (in  1936)  and  remained 
so  until  1967  when  it  became  the  “Southern  Bank  and 
Trust  Company.”  E.  C.  Casey  is  President. 

(2)  “Citizens  Bank” — established  in  1903  with  H.  M. 
Cox  as  President;  J.  E.  Kelly,  Vice-President;  and 
E.  C.  Bethea  as  Cashier,  (closed  in  the  depression) 

(3)  “Farmers  and  Merchants  Bank”— established  in 
1919  with  S.  L.  Warren,  President;  W.  H.  Kornegay, 
Vice-President;  and  J.  L.  Outlaw  as  second  Vice-Presi- 
dent. (liquidated  within  a few  years) 

(4)  “First  National  Bank  of  Eastern  North  Carolina” 
■—established  in  Mount  Olive  in  1962  with  Mr.  Mitchell 
Allen,  Jr.,  as  President  and  Forrest  W.  Walton  as 
Branch  Manager.  At  present  Mr.  Hugh  Rich  is  Presi- 
dent, and  Carl  Lewis  is  Branch  Manager.

(1)  Superintendent  or  Schoolmaster — 

a.  1870— -Mr.  Jesse  Albritton  “School  in  the  Pines’’ 

1872 — -Mr.  William  Frank  English  Pollock  and  Church  Streets  where 

1875 —  Mr.  Nerus  English  Amy  Martin  Home  (now  stands) 

1876 —  Mr.  Dick  Millard 

b.  1877 — Captain  William  S.  Byrd  across  from  old  Methodist  Church. 

This  lot  is  now  Pollock  and  Church  Streets. 

These  were  private,  pay  schools. 

(2)  1870-1883 — Other  early  schools  (private,  pay)  in  various  locations. 

a.  1872-1879 — “Mount  Olive  Institute’’  (part  free,  part  pay) 

Mrs.  Cheney,  Teacher 

Location  on  Cheney  property.  Part  of  this  building  still  stands  in  pasture  owned  by  Nora  Cheney  Lewis,  the 
daughter  of  Mrs.  Cheney.  This  pasture  is  in  front  of  the  Mount  Olive  Elementary  School — Wooten  Street 
Extension. 

b.  1878 — Corner  of  John  and  Chestnut  Street. 

c.  1878 — Another  school  (private,  pay) 

d.  1881 — “Melrose  Academy’’  on  Breazeale  Avenue  and  James  Street  across  from  the  site  of  first  public 
high  school. 

Teacher,  Miss  Lulu  Marable. 

e.  1882 — Another  school  (private,  pay) 

Mrs.  Frank  Oates,  Teacher.  Location  on  Center  and  John  Streets.  L.  A.  Bird  home  is  in  this  spot. 

f.  1883 — another  school 

On  Center  Street.  Men’s  Apparel  Shop  now  stands  in  this  spot. 

The  schools  described  so  far  were  very  small  and  had  very  few  pupils.  Probably  operated  on  “short  term  basis’’. 

(3)  1884 — In  February,  the  Mount  Olive  High  School  opened  on  College  and  Church  Streets.  Enrollment — 
about  85;  considered  a large  school.  Pupils  came  from  other  communities  and  boarded  in  local  homdls. 

1886 — W.  J.  Scroggs — first  superintendent  and  three  teachers  assisted  him 


NORTHEAST  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL 
BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Vei’y  little  is  known  about  the  early  years  of  Northeast 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  located  on  Route  4, 
Mount  Olive,  North  Carolina,  but  according  to  some 
of  the  senior  citizens  of  the  community,  it  was  organized 
around  1827.  Mr.  John  A.  Kornegay  gave  the  land  on 
which  the  first  church  was  located.  This  was  approxi- 
mately one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  present  site. 
Since  a small  stream  of  water  called  Northeast  Run 
was  near,  the  church  was  given  the  name  Northeast. 

In  February  of  1888,  according  to  a deed  recorded  in 
the  Wayne  County  courthouse,  Mr.  Kornegay  again 
donated  land  when  the  congi'egation  decided  to  move 
its  place  of  worship  to  the  site  on  which  the  present 
church  is  erected. 

In  190.3,  the  building  which  was  used  until  1968, 
was  constructed.  During  these  years,  improvements 
on  the  sanctuary  and  additional  educational  facilities 
were  made  as  the  need  arose. 

In  1964,  a brick  veneer  educational  building,  con- 
sisting of  eleven  classrooms,  assembly  room,  rest  rooms 
and  kitchen,  was  built.  On  November  18,  1967,  the 
foundation  was  laid  for  a new  sanctuary  and  services 
were  held  in  it  on  March  30,  1968.  In  all  of  the  build- 
ing program  of  the  church,  the  people  have  worked 
faithfully  and  deserve  much  credit  for  their  labors. 

The  church  property  is  now  conservatively  valued 
at  $76,000.00  with  a church  membership  of  200  and 
221  on  the  Sunday  school  roll.  Worship  services  are 
held  on  first  and  third  Sundays.  The  present  pastor  is 
the  Reverend  A.  B.  Bryan. 


1892 — J.  O.  Carr,  last  superintendent  of  this  pay  school. 

By  1892,  this  high  school  had  begun  to  dwindle.  A public  school  known  as  a free  school  had  been  established. 
This  was  attracting  pupils.  This  old  building  was  discontinued  and  later  went  up  in  flames.  A part  of  this 
building  now  stands  in  the  backyard  of  Dr.  Shaver’s  house. 

(4)  1892 — The  first  public,  free  high  school,  a low  brown  one  story  building  was  located  on  Breazeale  Avenue 
where  Mount  Olive  Junior  College  has  a building. 

1892 — The  first  teacher.  Miss  Lou  Smith,  was  followed  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Archer,  Miss  Sallie  Smith  and,  in 
1901,  Miss  Roberta  English. 

1901 — Mount  Olive  Grade  School  started  in  the  same  building.  In  1901  Mr.  Z.  D.  McWhorter  assumed  the 
position  of  superintendent.  (Mr.  A.  S.  Grady  wrote  the  Act  which  made  this  school  possible) 

The  increasing  attendance  brought  need  for  a new  building.  Attendance  was  now  up  to  250.  In  1904,  plans 
for  a new  brick  building  began.  In  1908,  the  brick  building  was  completed.  This  contained  Primary, 
Grammar,  and  High  School.  In  1914,  a new  wing  was  added  on  the  south  side  of  the  high  school.  This 
building  still  stands.  Mount  Olive  Junior  College  owns  and  operates  it. 

1923 — it  became  rated  a State  High  School. 

(5)  1925 — A new  high  school  on  Wooten  Street  with  J.  0.  Bowman  as  Principal,  was  named  Mount  Olive 
High  School.  The  old  building  housed  grammar  grades  one  through  six,  but  was  vacated  in  1953  because 
of  age  and  growth  of  attendance. 

(6)  1953 — ^the  new  elementary  school  was  completed  on  Wooten  Street  Extension.  It  was  named  Mount  Olive 
Elementary  School  and  was  dedicated  on  November  11,  1953,  with  Mr.  J.  A.  Batson,  Principal. 

(7)  1955 — Henderson  Gym  was  dedicated  in  memory  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Henderson,  beloved  physician  who  promoted 
and  encouraged  education  in  this  community. 

(8)  1963---In  September,  the  Mount  Olive  Schools,  grades  one  through  twelve,  became  accredited  by  the 
.-Southern  Association  with  Mr.  Harry  J.  Archer,  Principal. 

(9)  1965 — the  high  school  students  moved  to  the  new  consolidated  building  four  miles  north,  which  was 
named  Southern  Wayne  High  School.  The  old  high  school  building  became  the  Junior  High  building  with 
Mr.  Raymond  G.  Gurley,  Principal. 

(10)  1965 — Integration  began  in  Mount  Olive  schools  as  the  Civil  Right  was  enforced. 

^Note:  In  1908  Miss  Mignonette  Kornegay  opened  the  first  kindergarden  in  town  in  the  R.  Kornegay 
residence  on  John  Street. 


Negro  Schools 

1.  The  first  known  school  for  Negros  in  Mount  Olive  was  a one-room  frame  building  under  the  direction 
of  E.  E.  Smith  in  1880.  The  following  year,  another  room  was  added;  and  F.  A.  Newell,  A.  A.  Smith,  and  Susie 
Winn  were  added  to  the  faculty.  In  1896,  Marshall  Kornegay  headed  the  school  and  Cora  Winn  was  added  to 
the  faculty.  Some  of  the  other  early  teachers  were:  Alberta  Dillard,  Harry  Faulkner,  Ardelin  Bizzell,  Annie 
Westbrook  Hughes,  and  a Mr.  Lipscomb  and  Ashford. 

2.  In  1901  the  school  was  called  the  “Coley  School”  with  M.  D.  Coley  as  headmaster.  He  was  there  until  1912; 
E.  W.  Merritt  and  Solomon  Elliott  served  as  assistant  principals  under  M.  D.  Coley  between  1901-1912.  In 
1912  the  school  was  called  Mount  Olive  Industrial  High  School.  From  1912-1925  the  high  school  department 
was  discontinued. 

3.  In  1923,  a special  group  of  citizens  were  organized  and  led  by  Solomon  Elliott.  This  group  worked  toward 
the  reorganization  of  a high  school.  In  1925  the  high  school  department  was  added  and  became  accredited 
by  the  State  Department  under  the  leadership  and  work  of  Minnie  V.  Winn  and  Solomon  Elliott.  A PTA  was 
also  organized.  Mr.  J.  E.  Cromartie  was  the  first  principal  after  the  high  school  was  reorganized  and  accredited. 

4.  In  December  1939,  the  school,  then  named  Carver  High  School,  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
school  was  rebuilt  and  the  class  of  1941  was  the  first  class  to  graduate  in  the  new  building.  During  the 
construction  period  of  the  new  building,  classes  were  held  in  the  Payne  Temple  and  Winn  Chapel  Churches.

5.  It  was  in  1947,  under  the  Principal  Spencer  E.  Durante,  Sr.  that  Carver  High  School  became  accredited 
by  the  Southern  Association.  It  was  the  first  school  in  Mount  Olive  to  be  so  accredited. 

Carver  High  School,  named  for  the  great  Negro  Scientist  George  Washington  Carver,  has  a present 
enrollment  of  993  students  and  feels  very  proud  of  its  contributions  to  education.

Mount  Olive  College 

(By  George  W.  Stevenson) 


Mount  Olive  College  was  authorized  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention  of  Free  Will  Baptists  in  September, 
1951,  and  was  granted  its  charter  by  the  North  Carolina  Secretary  of  State  on  November  27,  1951,  under  the 
name  of  Mount  Allen  Junior  College.  In  1953,  after  two  years  of  existence  at  Black  Mountain,  the  college  moved 
to  Mount  Olive,  and  in  September  1955  the  name  was  changed  to  Mount  Olive  Junior  College. 

From  the  time  of  its  removal  to  Mount  Olive,  the  college  has  prospered.  At  the  time  of  its  first  academic  year 
under  a two-year  collegiate  program  (1954-55),  the  college  had  four  full-time  instructors,  24  students  enrolled  in 
the  regular  college  program,  and  no  endowment.  At  present,  the  college  teaching  faculty  numbers  25,  approxi- 
mately 400  students  are  admitted  yearly,  and  total  investments  of  the  college  are  valued  at  $2.5  million. 

Academic  development  has  not  lagged  behind  physical  development.  Indeed,  if  one  has  outstripped  the  other 
at  times,  it  has  been  the  academic  thrusting  before  the  physical.  During  the  fourth  year  of  the  collegiate 
program  at  Mount  Olive,  full  accreditation  was  granted  by  the  North  Carolina  College  Conference  in  1958, 
followed  by  regional  accreditation  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities  in  1960. 

This  fine  record  has  been  achieved  by  a continuing  spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  sponsoring  Free  Will 
Baptist  denomination  and  the  community  of  Mount  Olive. 

The  college  has  been  a part  of  the  community  for  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  first  century  of  Mount  Olive,  but  it 
enters  the  second  century  as  a vital  part  of  this  community,  dedicated  to  making  this  area  a better  place  in  which 
to  work  and  live.

Churches  Within  City  Limits 


1.  1863 — -First  Baptist  Church — (white) 

First  church  was  built  on  Flowers  land  (now  about 
where  Breazeale  Avenue  and  College  Streets  cross. 
C.  Peter  Bogart  was  pastor.  Building  later  moved 
across  from  the  present  church  and  sold  to  M.  O. 
Summerlin  and  then  to  Ben  Southerland.  Mr.  Henry 
Davis  converted  it  into  a dwelling.  It  was  torn  down 
a few  years  ago.  There  were  nineteen  charter  mem- 
bers. Present  brick  building  was  dedicated  in  1912 
when  Rev.  Benjamin  Oliver  was  pastor. 

2.  1865 — Northeast  Chapel  Original 

Freewill  Baptist  Church  (Negro) — organized  in  the 
yard  of  Rev.  Charles  Winn  and  his  wife,  Americus. 
Services  held  there  about  two  years.  In  1868,  the 
first  church  was  built  and  Rev.  Soloman  Elliot  was 
elected  pastor.  In  1890  another  church  was  built  on 
the  present  lot  on  East  James  Street.  In  1920  the 
present  brick  church  was  built. 

3.  1870— First  Methodist  Church  (White) 

Organized  on  September  29,  1870  in  the  old  school 
house  at  the  corner  of  Church  and  Pollock  Streets. 
Dr.  John  R.  Brooks  was  made  pastor  and  there  were 
ten  charter  members.  In  1873  the  church  building 
was  moved  from  Everettsville  to  Milton  and  then  to 
a lot  diagonally  across  from  the  old  school  house. 
This  building  was  sold  in  1911  (now  a part  of  the 
Ebemezer  Apostolic  Holiness  Church  on  Kelly  Street) 
and  the  present  building  was  started.  It  was  dedi- 
cated in  1913  when  Rev.  James  Frizzelle  was  pastor. 

4.  1874 — First  Presbyterian  Church  (White) 

Congregation  organized  by  Rev.  Alexander  Kirkland 
on  September  29.  First  minister  was  Rev.  Benjamin 
Franklin  Marable.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  J.  Southerland, 
Sr.  gave  the  land  for  the  church  building.  It  was 
started  immediately  on  the  corner  of  West  Main  and 
Breazeale  Ave.  This  frame  building  was  moved  next 
to  the  present  church  and  for  many  years  served  as 
a manse.  On  October  29,  1916,  the  present  brick 
church  was  dedicated. 

5.  1875— Winn’s  Chapel  Baptist  Church  (Negro) 

Located  on  Smith  Street.  The  land  was  given  by 
Washington  Winn.  He  was  a farmer,  carpenter,  and 
minister  and  became  the  first  pastor.  It  has  been 
renovated  several  times. 

6.  1879 — Payne  Temple  A.  M.  E.  Zion  (Negro) 

Started  in  the  home  of  George  Lane.  John  and  Alice 
Budd  and  Everette  Roberts  organized  it.  The  lot  for 
the  first  building  was  given  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Hill  (where 
Garris  Funeral  Home  is).  Rev.  Thomas  Payne  was 
the  first  pastor.  It  was  rebuilt  on  S.  Center  Street. 


7.  1902 — St.  Mark’s  Freewill  Baptist  (Negro) 

Founded  by  Rev.  G.  B.  McNeil  who  became  its  first 
pastor.  First  built  a small  frame  building  on  E. 
Nelson  and  S.  iohn  Streets.  This  was  later  enlarged 
and  brick  veneered.  In  1957,  a new  cement  block 
church  was  built  on  the  same  location. 

8.  1916 — St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  (White) 

The  church  was  built  by  contributions  from  the 
Extension  Society  in  memory  of  Charles  L.  and 
Katherine  M.  Klauder.  The  first  mass  was  celebrated 
here  in  April  of  1916,  but  it  was  first  listed  in  the 
Diocesan  Census  as  a mission  of  St.  Mary’s  Church 
in  Goldsboro  (in  1926)  with  Monsignor  Arthur 
Freeman  as  pastor.  It  burned  in  1947  and  was  re- 
built in  1948  on  the  same  lot  on  West  Main  Street. 

9.  1928 — Gospel  Light  (Negro) 

Organized  in  the  Moses  Budd  home.  Services  were 
first  held  in  Komegay’s  Hall.  In  1932  the  present 
church  was  built  on  E.  Hillsboro  Street  with  Rev. 
Mrs.  Hazel  L.  Brownrigg  as  pastor.  It  has  been 
renovated  and  enlarged  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev. 
W.  R.  Wallace. 

10.  1939 — Pentecostal  Holiness  (White) 

Organized  by  Fred  Weaver  who  became  its  first 
pastor.  Started  as  a Tabernacle.  Lot  for  the  present 
building  on  Williamson  Street  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Betty  Jones. 

11.  1943 — The  Christian  Church  (White) 

Organized  in  March  of  1943  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Cooke  with  thirteen  charter  members. 
The  present  brick  building  was  dedicated  on  May 
30,  1947. 

12.  1947 — Freewill  Holiness  Church  (White) 

Organized  by  Rueben  Jones  who  was  the  first  pastor. 
A block  building  was  constructed  on  E.  Maple  Street 
in  1947  and  replaced  in  1960  by  the  present  building. 

13.  Church  of  God  (White) 

Gurney  Lee  Sauls  was  the  first  minister  and  Miss 
Rachel  Lee  was  one  of  the  earliest  members.  Church 
is  behind  the  College  Drive-In.  (Records  destroyed) 

14.  St.  James  Disciple  (Negro) 

Started  in  a tent  with  Rev.  Taylor  as  pastor.  Present 
pastor  is  Rev.  Faison.  Newest  church  in  town. 

15.  Ebenezer  Apostolic  Holiness  (Negro) 

Located  on  Kelly  Street.  Part  of  the  present  building 
was  the  old  Methodist  building  which  formerly  stood 
on  Pollock  Street,  (unable  to  get  more  information) 


Physicians  Who  Have  Practiced  in  Mount  Olive 


Prior  to  1890:

Again  in  1920  professional  players 
were  employed  and  the  games  were  played  in  a field 
which  years  later  came  to  be  known  as  “McGee 
Field.”  Today  various  firms  and  organizations  sponsor 
“Little  Leagues”. 

Reading  Room  and  Library 

in  1915  the  Twentieth  Century  Club  established  a 
reading  room  next  to  Mr.  A.  S.  Grady’s  office.  This 
was  not  well  patronized  so  was  closed.  It  was  not 
until  the  Steele  Memorial  Library  was  built  in  1935 
that  we  had  a City  Library.  (Mrs.  Lottoe  Long  was 
the  first  librarian.)  Today  the  Steele  Library  is  a 
part  of  the  County  Library  System. 

Mount  Olive  Park 

in  1937  the  town  bought  the  land  and  established 
a park  for  the  town. 


Negro  Community  Center 

in  the  early  1950s  Mrs.  Henrietta  Williams  started 
a center  on  the  comer  of  Hillsboro  and  Church 
Streets  (present  home  of  Amos  Bell).  Later  the  old 
graded  school  building  was  purchased  for  the  Com- 
munity Center. 


Youth  Center 

opened  in  the  late  1950s  by  a group  of  parents  of 
teenage  children.

Rodney  Knowles,  Sr.  The  firm  no  longer  exists,  but  H.  D.  Andrews  has  been  on  the  produce  market 
every  year  since  1908.  Since  1957  his  business  has  been  called  “H.  D.  Andrews.” 

2671  5.  Martin  and  Price— hardware,  paints  and  farm  equipment  store  opened  in  1908  with  Mr.  W.  P.  Martin 

and  Mr.  N.  F.  Price  as  owners  and  operators.  In  1922  it  became  W.  P.  Martin.  In  1950  it  became 
W.  P.  Martin  Store.  It  is  now  operated  as  W.  P.  Martin  Store  by  Mr.  Preston  Martin’s  daughter, 
Margaret. 

2181  6.  Tillman  and  Summerlin— opened  in  1916  as  a meat  market  and  grocery  store  and  operated  where 

Western  Auto  Store  is  today.  In  1922  they  moved  to  the  store  where  Home  Furniture  is  today. 
Mr.  Tillman  sold  out  to  Mr.  Dave  Summerlin  and  in  1937  he  and  his  son,  Robert,  built  and  moved  to 
the  present  location.  Summerlin’s  Market  is  still  operated  by  Robert,  the  son  of  one  of  the  founders. 

2467  7.  Mt.  Olive  Drug  Company — was  organized  in  1916  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Wilkins,  Dr.  C.  C.  Henderson,  and 

Mr.  W.  E.  Lewis.  In  1920  it  became  Lewis’  Drug  Store.  It  is  now  Lewis’  Drug  Company  and  the  son 
of  Mr.  Lewis,  Dr.  W.  K.  Lewis,  is  the  druggist  and  one  of  the  owners. 

2434  8.  The  W.  R.  Jennette  Furniture  Company— opened  in  1917.  When  Mr.  Jennette  died  in  1953  his  grand- 

son, Paul  Garrison,  took  over  the  store.  It  is  still  run  as  W.  R.  Jennette  Furniture  Company  by  Paul. 

2470  9.  E.  J.  Pope— (coal  and  oil) — founded  by  E.  J.  Pope,  Sr.  in  1919.  In  1957  it  became  E.  J.  Pope  and 

Son.  In  1960  it  was  incorporated.  At  present  the  son  of  the  founder,  E.  J.  Pope,  Jr.,  is  President 
and  owner. 


Taylor  Veneer  and  Plywood  Company 


Prior  to  1900  Bell  Lumber  Company  was  established 
by  John  R.  Bell.  In  1909  the  Mount  Olive  Manufacturing 
Company  was  formed  from  Bell  Lumber  Co.  The  stocks 
holders  were:  L.  A.  Bird,  Sr.,  Henry  C.  Hatcher,  J.  H. 
Pierce,  and  John  E.  Bell.  This  company  was  formed 
to  make  fruit  and  vegetable  packages,  potato  and  apple 
barrels,  bean  and  cucumber  baskets,  and  strawberry 
crates. 

In  1910  Hatcher  and  Pierce  sold  their  shares  to  J.  R. 
Bell.  In  1914  Samuel  B.  Taylor  purchased  some  shares 
and  in  1924,  Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  Bird  became  owners  of 
all  the  stock. 

In  1933  the  mill  burned  and  was  rebuilt.  In  1946 
Mrs.  S.  B.  Taylor  and  Shelton  B.  Taylor  purchased  the 
stock  of  Mr.  Bird.  Then  in  1956  the  mill  burned  again 
and  when  it  was  rebuilt  it  was'  built  as  a single  ply 
veneer  plant. 

It  is  now  operated  by  the  Duplin  Face  Veneer  Com- 
pany and  is  owned  by  B.  E.  Bryan,  Roy  Bryan,  and 
W.  D.  Kornegay.

History  of  Mount  Olive  Pickle  Company 

Although  the  Company  was  in  ^orporated  in  January  of  1926,  it  actually  began  operations  in  1924  when  Shickrey  Baddour  of 
Goldsboro  provided  a limited  amount  of  capital  and  combined  forces  with  George  Moore  of  Castle  Hayne  who  moved  his  small 
pickle  operation  to  Mount  Olive. 

It  soon  became  apparent  that  additional  capital  was  needed  and  on  January  2,  1926,  the  following  men  met  in  S.  L.  Warren’s 
office  and  formed  the  Mount  Olive  Pickle  Company: 

H.  M.  Cox,  L.  G.  Geddie,  D.  K.  Kornegay',  Dr.  C.  C.  Henderson,  Jessie  Martin,  C.  W.  Oliver,  Sr.  Shickrey  Baddour,  George  Moore, 
J.  J.  Whitehurst,  1.  Faison  Witherington,  R.  A.  McLean,  Sr.,  F.  R.  Mintz  and  M.  O.  Summerlin. 

The  Company  was  officially  chartered  on  Febraary  26,  1926,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

The  first  officers  of  the  Company  were  H.  M.  Cox,  President;  I.  F.  Witherington,  Vice-President;  C.  W.  Oliver,  Sr.,  Secretaiy- 
Treasurer.  Mr.  Baddour  was  the  salesman  and  George  Moore  served  as  plant  manager  the  first  year. 

A tract  of  land  along  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  was  purchased  from  J.  A Westbrook  and  served  as  the  future  site  of  the 
Company. 

During  the  second  year  of  operation  Mr.  H.  M.  Cox  served  as  plant  manager  and  in  1927  additional  stock  was  sold  making  the 
total  investment  in  the  Company  $25,400.00. 

Different  officers  served  the  Company  in  the  next  few  years  including  D.  K.  Kornegay  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Wilkins  as  President  and 
W.  P.  Martin  as  Vice-President.  In  1930  I.  Faison  Witherington,  one  of  the  original  founders,  became  the  operating  manager  of  the 
Company.  In  late  1931  Harry  Kraft  of  Holland,  Michigan,  became  the  plant  manager. 

In  1942  Dr.  C.  C.  Henderson,  one  of  the  original  founders  of  the  Company  and  a very  strong  supporter  during  the  earlier  years  of  the 
Company,  became  the  president.  With  Faison  Witherington  as  the  General  Manager  and  Harry  Kraft  as  the  plant  manager,  they 
guided  the  Company  through  some  of  the  Company’s  difficult  but  growth-filled  years.  Faison  Witherington  died  in  1955,  and  Dr. 
Henderson  died  in  1963.  Harry  Kraft  retired  in  1958  and  passed  away  in  1965. 

S.  L.  Warren,  one  of  the  original  founders  and  a Vice  President  since  1950,  became  President  in  1963  and  served  until  his  dealth 
in  1966  when  John  N.  Walker  became  President.  Other  officers  at  the  present  are:  J.  Ben  Parker,  Vice  President — Production; 
Lloyd  H.  Hontz,  Vice  President — Quality  Control;  William  B.  Rodman,  Plant  Engineer.  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  are 
L.  G.  Geddie,  Chairman;  E.  J.  Pope,  Sr.,  Vice-Chairman;  R.  B.  Butler,  Zach  D.  Cox,  W.  A.  Potts,  Byron  E.  Bryan,  Bill  Wilkins; 
Dan  Outlaw;  and  John  N Walker. 

The  Company  has  grown  until  it  is  now  one  of  the  largest  pickle  firms  in  the  Country  and  employs  over  250  people  on  a regular 
basis  and  over  500  people  during  the  cucumber  intake  season.  It  produces  over  20,000,000  jars  of  pickles  each  year  and  distributes 
them  along  the  eastern  seaboard  and  to  a limited  number  of  foreign  countries. 


The  Company  has  always  shown  an  interest  in  its  employees,  realizing  the  success  of  the  Company  is  due  in  large  measure  to 
efforts.  Backing  up  this  belief,  the  Company  established  one  of  the  first  Profit  Sharing  Funds  in  the  country  in  1944  whereby  up  to 
25%  of  the  Company’s  profits  before  taxes  are  contributed  to  the  ftind  each  year.  The  value  of  this  Profit  Sharing  retirement  fund 
is  over  $1,000,000.00. 

Some  of  the  early  employees  still  active  with  the  Company  are  Ram  Barber,  Marvin  Thigpen,  Ruth  Wall,  and  Ruby  Bennett. 

The  Town  of  Mount  Olive  is  well  known  for  a number  of  things,  not  the  least  of  which  is  its  pickles.  The  Mount  Olive  pickle 
trademark  has  found  its  way  to  homes  throughout  the  country  making  millions  aware  of  this  pleasant  community  in  eastern  North 
Carolina.

With  About  500  Employees 
Young  Squire  Is  Largest  Industry 


Modem — day  industrial  expansion  in  Mount  Olive 
got  its  first  big  boost  in  1964  when  Young  Squire,  a 
manufacturer  of  boys  clothing  was  established. 

Started  in  Goldsboro  in  1963  as  a contracting  firm, 
the  corporation  bought  out  Murray  Corporation  in 
Mount  Olive  in  1965  and  built  a new  plant  in  1966  with 
a Small  Business  Administration  Loan.  When  the  new 
plant  was  completed  the  Goldsboro  and  Mount  Olive 
operations  were  combined  on  May  22,  1967. 

JanMark  Corporation  was  acquired  October,  1968 
from  Outlaws  Bridge  Industries.  Young  Squire  and  its 
affiliate,  Janmark,  at  Albertson  in  Duplin  County,  were 
merged  with  U.  S.  INDUSTRIES  and  the  two  plants 


now  employ  about  500  people  in  the  manfacturer  of 
clothing  for  boys. 

The  merger  brought  no  change  in  personnel  and 
Charlie  Becker  continues  as  general  manager  and  vice- 
president  of  the  business  which  had  a sales  volume 
last  year  of  $5.5  million.  Staff  members  include  Jake 
Harris,  design;  Gordon  Watts,  production  manager; 
Ed  Hirst,  chief  engineer;  and  Dan  McLaughlin,  Jan- 
mark manager.  President  of  the  corporation  is  Marvin 
Levine  of  the  headquarters  office  in  New  York. 

Much  credit  for  the  industrial  growth  of  Mount  Olive 
goes  to  the  Mount  Olive  Business  and  Development 
Corporation,  now  headed  by  Bill  Wilkins  as  president.

The  Mount  Olive  Plant  of  Burlington  Industries, 
Inc.,  is  one  of  four  Burlington  House  plants  comprising 
the  Consumer  Products  division. 

Operations  at  the  Mount  Olive  Plant  include  cutting, 
sewing  and  packaging  custom-made  and  ready-made 
draperies. 

The  plant  began  operations  in  April,  1968.  It  con- 
tains 135,000  square  feet  of  space,  and  is  one  of  the 
most  modern  plants  of  its  kind. 

Employment  is  300,  contributing  an  annual  payroll 
of  some  $1.5  million  to  the  economy  of  Mount  Olive  and 
Wayne  County.  Jerry  Bankhead  is  plant  manager. 

Through  its  Consumer  Products  division,  Burlington 
House  has  rapidly  grown  to  become  the  leading  maker 
and  marketer  of  ready-made  and  custom-made  drape- 
ries. Burlington  House  is  a major  division  of  Burling- 
ton Industries,  the  world’s  largest  and  most  diversified 
textile  company. 

Burlington  has  annual  sales  in  excess  of  $1.7  billion 
and  employs  86,000.  The  Company  operates  more  than 
130  plants  in  the  U.  S.  and  has  other  operations  in 
eleven  countries. 


Boling  Chair  Company  History 

The  Siler  City  Bending  Company  was  organized  in  1901  for 
the  manufacture  of  wagon  and  buggy  rims.  The  Company  was 
then  reorganized  in  1904  as  the  High  Point  Bending  Company 
with  Captain  W.  P.  Brown  as  mill  manager.  Mr.  M.  J.  Boling 
came  to  Siler  City  in  1907  to  take  charge  of  the  business  in 
which  he  had  already  made  an  investment. 

In  1907  the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Mr.  Boling  had  been 
thinking  in  terms  of  building  things  other  than  buggy  rims 
and  mud  guards,  goose  neck  arms  and  brace  arms  so  when  the 
plant  was  rebuilt  and  placed  in  operation  again  he  and  Mr. 
Brown  developed  the  first  bentwood  chair  ever  to  be  made  in 
the  South. 

At  Mr.  Boling’s  death,  C.  B.  Thomas  assumed  the  management 
of  the  corporation  in  1921,  the  year  in  which  the  plant  began 
the  manufacture  of  fibre  furniture.  It  was  deemed  wise  to  con- 
solidate the  business  in  Siler  City  and  the  Atlanta  branch  in 
1930  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Boling  was  elected  President  in  the  Fall  of 
1929. 

Office  chairs  came  into  the  picture  in  1926  and  since  that 
time  the  office  chair  business  had  continued  to  expand  with 
additions  being  made  in  the  form  of  chairs  for  the  home,  schools, 
institutions  and  a variety  of  other  uses.  Its  products  are  sold 
through  dealers  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

The  name  was  changed  to  Boling  Chair  Company  in  1956.  The 
Company  consists  of  Boling  Chair  Company,  Standard  School 
Equipment  Company  both  of  Siler  City,  and  a dimension  plant 
at  Azalea,  North  Carolina,  and  Stout  Chair  Company  at  Liberty. 
Mr.  F.  J.  Boling,  Jr.  is  President. 

Construction  on  the  Mount  Olive  Desk  Plant  was  started  on 
February  20,  1968  and  began  operation  September  23,  1968.  The 
Manager  for  the  Mount  Olive  Desk  Plant  is  Jerry  A.  McIntosh. 
The  majority  of  the  plant  personnel  is  from  Mount  Olive  and 
the  surrounding  area.
